I'nder skies that smiled with all 
tha softneso of June Louisville's citi- 
zens of Irish birth, Irish descent and 
Irish sympathies celebrated in joyous 
and appropriate manner the anniver- 
sary of Rood St. Patrick, Ireland's 
patron saint. Because the feast fell 
this year on Sunday the faithful had 
a (rood excuse to spread it all over 
three days, and fhey did it. All over 
the city* green flasrs with the harp 
were displayed, and many persons 
wore the real shamrocks, sent over 
for the occasion by loving relet i' 
or friends in Ireland. 

The opening celebration was the 
annual banquet of the Friendly Sons 
of St. Patrick, hekl in the banquet 
room of the Seelbach Hotel on Satur- 
day evening. President P. H. Calla- 
han was the toastonaster, nnd the 
society had for its guest Dr. Thomas 
P. Hart, of Cincinnati, whose recita- 
tion of Irish poems was the event of 
the evening, while the addresses of 
Thomas Walsh and Joseph C'onkhng 
were considered the equal of any St. 
Patrick's dav orations ever delivered 
hi this city.

During the many years of its exist- 
ence St. Patrick's church never wit- 
nessed a more brilliant or more im- 
pressive observance in honor of its 
patron saint than that last Sunday 
morning at 10:30 o'clock. The historic 
edifice could scarcely hold the people 
that wished to do honor to St. Pat- 
rick. The enlarged choir rendered a 
special programme that concluded 
with a number of I,rl»h national airs 
that were very pleasing to the 
throngs that filled the church. Pon- 
tifical high mass was sung by Vicar 
General Cronin, assisted by deacon 
and sub-deacon. Bight Rev. Bishop 
McCloskey graced the occasion with 
his presence, and within the sanc- 
tuary were seated all the priests who 
could possibly get there.

Coadjutor. 



The Louisville Times has given out 
another story concerning the ap- 
pointment of a coadjutor to the Right 
Rev. William George McCloskey. 
Bishop of Louisville. That paper says 
it learned "from a reliable source 
that the Very Rev. John P. Parrelly, 
D. D., now splrtual director of the 
American College in Rome, is to be 
appointed by Pope Pius X. coadjutor 
of the diocese of Louisville. The ap- 
pointment will probably be with the 
right of succession." 

Declaring that an assistant is nec- 
essary, it goes on to say that our re- 
vered Bishop is able to attend to his 
episcopal duties, and writes pastoral 
letters as clearly as in his younger 
days. In conclusion it exposes its 
entire lack of. reliable information by 
the remark: "If Dr. Farrelly is ap- 
pointed the announcement will he 
officially made from Rome within the 
next few days. The appointment will 
no doubt be satisfactory to the 
Bishop and to the clergy of the dio- 
cese."

GRIEF HASTENED DEATH. 



The death of Mrs. Susan Lincoln 
at an early hour Wednesday morning 
caused a feeling of deep gloom among 
her wide circle of friends snd ac- 
quaintances, although not altogether 
unexpected. Mi -. Lincoln was 
seventy years of age, and it Is 
thought the almost unbearable sor- 
row occasioned by the dearth of three 
daughters. Misses Kate and Nellie 
Lincoln and Mrs. Bettie Finegan, all 
within a year, hastened the end. Mrs. 
Lincoln was the widow of the late 
Pierce Lincoln and was one of the 
best known and most respected Cath- 
olic women in Louisville.

She 
is survived by two daughters and 
three sons, all of whom lived here. 
Her funeral took place Friday morn- 
ing from St. Patrick's church with a 
solemn high mass of requiem, after 
which a long cortege of mourning 
friends accompanied the remaino to 
8t.

As the guns of League Inland thun- 
dered forth an Admiral'* salute Satur- 
day afternoon two great American 
flags fell from the heroic bronze 
statue of John Barry, the founder of 
the American navy, erected in the 
center of Independence Square in 
Philadelphia. The green silken cords 
rwhich released 'the emblem of liberty 
concealing the memorial were pulled 
by pretty twelve-year-old Elsie Hazel 
Hepburn, a great-great-grandniece of 
Commodore Barry, and as the red. 
while and bdue Manners settled grace- 
fully on the grass the baud played 
the national anthem and the thou- 
sands who witnessed the ceremony 
dtood with uncovered heads. 

Thousands of patriotic citizens at- 
tended the ceremony of unveiling the 
handsome memorial, erected and pre- 
sented to the city by the Friendly 
Sons of St. Patrick. Among those in 
the square or on the crowded a pea k * 
ers' stand were hie-h officers of he 
army and navy, the Mayor of the city 
and "members of Councils. Adjt. Gen. 
Thomas J. Stewart. President of the 
society, presided over the exercises, 
and Bishop Alexander Mackay-Smith 
opened the exercises with prayer, in 
which he paid a glowing tribute to 
the great men of the past, among 
whom Cinmniodore Barry was such 1 
shihing light. Gen. St. Clair A. Mul- 
holland. chairman of the committei; 
appointed to erect the memorial, 
briefly outlined the work done and 
then called on the fair descenda^ 
of Barry's brother to unveH the 
statue. Standing well to the front 
of the platform, gowned in white and 
wearing a large white hat. Hie only 
bit of color about hpr being a bunch 
f pink roses which she carried, the 
little girl presented a picture not 
soon to be forgotten by those wh.i 
saw her. Not one bit disturbed by 
the thousands of eyes watching her 
so intently, she grasped the cords 
and gave them a pull which brought 
them down gracefully to the ground, 
leaving the handsome bronze statu? 
exposed to the full view of the crowd, 
while the band which accompanied 
the marines played the national an- 
them. 

On behalf of the society Adjt- Gen. 
Stewart then formally turned the 
statue over to Mayor Weaver, as the 
representative of the city. After 
thanking the committee for the work 
so well done, he continued: 

This statue is the fitting and gi atc- 
ful tribute of the society, to one of 
its members, and fo a noble and 
faithful patriot and officer of the 
American navy [n the formative and 
fateful days of the great nation, a 
nation whose commission and confi- 
dence he enjoyed, whose sword he 
carried, and for whose glory he 
f ought more than a century ago. The 
Infant navy, of which John Barry 
was designated by Washington as the 
senior captain, and of which he was 
the first commodore, today demands 
the respect of every nation in the 
world. Tt has grown great and strong 
through more than a century of mag- 
nificent achievements and deeds of 
wondrous valor and herolam. 

From Commodore John Barry to 
Admiral George Dewey the American 
navy has given to the naval annals 
of the world a great host of con- 
spicuous and mighty names. and 
among these names, shining in 
briliancy of achievement, loyalty and 
unsurpassed bravery, are found those 
who either by birth or lineage or of 
that race whose sons have written in 
blood the story of Irish courage and 
devotion wberever the war-day ban- 
ners of this republic were unfurled 
in battle, or where, amid 'the carnage 
of mighty conflict, brave men sank 
unoof fined to their resting place in 
the gardens of the sea. 

Here, under the shadow of Inde- 
pendence Hall, the Cradle of Liberty, 
Is the fitting place to rear this 
tribute to one of that galaxy of grent 
men who made way for liberty, and 
who steadied the steps of the infant 
republic wblch today sits enthroned 
among the nations of the earth, all 
of whom pay tribute to her might, 
acknowledge her greatness and salute 
her flag. The faith the founders 
pledged, we have kept: the glory 
they hoped for. we have won: the in- 
stitutions they created, we have 
saved, and transmit unimpaired to 
the generations that shall follow us. 

Within sight of this spot the first 
Constitutional Congress met and here 
was given to the World the sublime 
Declaration of Independence, that 
from the day it was first publicly 
procilaitned by being read in public 
by Col. John Nixon, the son of an 
Irishman, to this day, has been recog- 
nized as the grandest document ever 
conceived by brain, or written by pen 
of man. In support of that Declara- 
tion, e yonng Irishman, thirty-one 
years of age. John Barry, to use his 
own language, "abandoned the finest 
shin and the first emnlov in America." 
and offered his service, and if need he 
his life. 

Every nation, or people, or race. 



that left an impress upon its time, 
had or has its battlefields and its 
heroes, and we have ours, and we 
today pay tribute to one of our 
heroes. The tribute may seem tardily 
paid, for he for whom this tribute 
is placed has been resting peacefully 
in his grave near this spot for more 
than a hundred years. Generations 
of men have come and gone since he 
lived, and though his "bones are 
dust and his sword is rust," he still 
has a place in the affections end love 
of his countrymen, and this great 
city, where he lived and died, counts 
him among those of cherished mem- 
ory, and cheerfully and gladly ac- 
cords his statue a" place within the 
holiest and most sacred plot of earth 
within her gates. 

And now, on behalf of the Society 
of the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, 
the successors of John Barry and his 
associates. I have the honor to pre- 
sent to the City of Philadelphia, 
through its honored Chief Executive, 
in the presence of Its Common and 
Select Councils, In the presence of 
these representatives of the I'nited 
States navy and army, and in the 
presence of this goodly assemblage 
of the citizenship of the patriotic city 
of Philadelphia, this statue of Com- 
modore John Barry. 

Mayor Weaver in accepting the 
statue on behalf of the city paid a 
glowing tribute to the Irish. Pear 
Admiral George W. Melville reviewed 
at some length the life and services 
of Barry, who he declared was no 
"kid-glove" mariner, telling of his 
birth In Ireland and his arrival in 
Philadelphia and appointment to the 
command of the Lexington. 

Her. Gerald P. Coghlan. rector of 
the Church of Our Lady of Mercy, 
pronounced the benediction, after 
which the crowds in the park filed 
by the monument in order to obtain 
a near view of it and later in the 
afternoon many hundreds visited 
Barry's tomb in the graveyard of St. 
Mary's church, on Fourth street. 

The bronze figure of Coonmo3ore 
Barry is of solid bronze and was cast 
at a cost of $10,000. From the base 
of the statue it rises nine feet six 
Inches above the eleven feet six 
inches of granite pedestal. The Revo- 
lutionary hero is shown with out- 
stretched arm directing the men of 
his command. I'nder his arm he car- 
ries a spyglass. A seamen's gTeat 
coat envelopes the figure. Around 
the neck is the Order of the Cincin- 
nati which was given to the Commo- 
dore by President Washington. ' Com- 
modore Barry was one of the early 
members of the Friendly Sons of 
St. Patrick. 



JOHN O'LEARY DEAD. 



Fenian Writer Who Wae 
Prominent In Young Ire- 
land Movement. 



Associated Press dispatches an- 
nounce the death of John O'Leary, 
the noted Irish litterateur, which oc- 
curred in Dublin last Monday, 

Born in Tipperary In 1330, John 
O'Leary took a prominent part in the 
Young Ireland movement and became 
a prominent Fenian. He edited the 
Fenian paper, The. Irish People, until 
is was suppressed in 1865, and he was 
sentenced to twenty vears' imprison- 
ment. He was released from jail in 
1870, but spent the balance of his 
sentence in exile. He returned to 
Ptiihlin anil had devoted his time ever 
since to literature. He had written 
several books on Ireland, and had 
always taken a keen interest in the 
work and welfare of young Irish 
writers. He was known to some of 
the older Irish residents of this city, 
among them Jeremiah Kavanagh and 
the late Patrick Bonnon.

Bishop 
Morris was born in Hendersomville, 
Tenu . June 9, 1866. Alter leaving 
Kentucky he pursued hie philosoph- 
ical and theohgical studies ait the 
American College in Rome, and wa* 
ordained priest in St. John's Lateran 
by Cardinal Parocchi on June 11, 1892. 
Arriving in this country he was ajv 
pointed assistant at the Cathedral in 
Xashvtlle, and some time later past >r. 
On August 4, 1894, RWhop Byrne ap- 
pointed him Chancellor, and in 1900 
he became Vicar General. December 
3, 1905, Father Morris was raised t > 
the dignity of domestic prelate by 
His Ho tineas Pope Plus X. Bishop 
Morris Is a theologian of (the highest 
order and endowed with great execu- 
tive ability. The church in Arkansas 
will flourish under his administrati-'ii.

Magnificent Edifice* Erect- 
Ing at Salt Lake City and

Right Rev. Henry P. Northrop. 
Bishop of Charleston, will on Sunday, 
April 14, dedicate the new St. John's 
Cathedral and at the same time cele- 
brate hrs .si-he r jubilee as Bishop. The 
Cathedral of St- John the Baptist was 
destroyed by fire in 1861, during the 
civil war, by a drsuatrous fire which 
fcwept Charleston. At the same time 
the Bishop's residence, the orphan 
asylum and other valuable church 
property was destroyed. The build- 
ings moist necessary were rebuilt, an J 
a plain brick chapel was secured for 
divine services, entailing a heavy deht 
upon the diocese. At the clo-»e. of 
the war Bishop Lynch, then presiding 
over the dioceise, impressed with the 
superior obligation of paying this 
debt, devoted the remainder of his 
life to thus groat task. He died, how- 
ever, berfore his devoted work was ac- 
complished. 

Bishop Soanlau expects that the 
dedication of St. Mary's Cathedral 
at Salt Lake City will take place early 
in July, the altars being now ready 
to be put in position. There are to 
be three of these, and the larges: nr 
central altar will be entirely of mar- 
ble nnd will represent u cos* of 
$12,000. An organ, also costing more 
than $12,000. is to be installed. When 
entirely finished the Cathedral will 
have cost more than $300,000. Besides 
a distinct addition to the archi- 
tectural 'beauty of that city, it will 
occn]>y a place high among great 
church edifices of the country. The 
two towers when completed will 
reach a maximum height of 220 feet. 
This magnificent edifice is 200x160 
feet, with ceiling sixty-four feet 
high and the auditorium having a 
seating capacity of 1,200 persons. The 
Cathedral has been about six years 
in building.

PRIOR HOME. 



The people of Limerick were much 
pleased this week over the return of 
Rev. B. F. Logan, Prior of St. Louis 
Bertrand's church on Sisth street, 
after an absence of several weeks in 
the East. Father Logan is popular 
with everybody in that great parish, 
and the welcome that awaited him 
was a cordial one. He has resumed 
his duties and will officiate tomorrow 
as usual. 



Few churches in this country can 
boast as wonderful and substantial 
a growth as that of St. Cecilia's in 
Portland. The parish wag founded in 
the early seventies, and when the 
present church was dedicated in 1873 
the congregation consisted of but 
twenty-five families, which has in- 
creased until today the number ij 
nearly 800, and the' church is there- 
fore much too small for their aeeds. 
St. Cecilia's church was dedicated in 
1873, Rev. Father Feelian being the 
first pastor. Succeeding him came the 
Rev. P. M. J. Hock, now of the Cathe- 
dral, under whose administration was 
laid the foundation for the steady 
growth that has since continued. 
When Father Rock was called to a 
wider field the Passionist fathers 
were placed in charge, but onlr for 
a shont time, they being followed bv 
Fathers McConnell and McIIenrv anil 
the beloved Rev. William Mackin, who 
passed to his eternal reward in 1893. 

The Ilev. Andrew J. Brady, the pres- 
ent pious and zealous pastor, was ap- 
pointed by BIshoo McCloskev to the 
charge of St. Cecilia s in 1893, and 
from the first to the present that 
indefatigable priest has continued 
with marked success the work of his 
predecessor*. When Father Brady 
took charge he was confronted with 
a church debt of $17,000, inadequate 
school facilities and a needed parish 
house. With that business tact that 
has characterized all his undertak- 
ings Father Brady set to work, first 
providing a school for the i-liiUl*s-r 
and then remodeling the chwrfiirto 
meet the needs of its increasing num- 
ber of communk-ants. But notwith- 
standing y^se great responsibilities 
he nevey ,ost sight of the church 
debt, idh was being- constantly re- 
duced* This policy continued until a 
few years ago, when Father Bradv 
surprised his ^eonle with the wel- 
come announcement that the school 
debt, the parish house debt end the 
church debt had been paid and St. 
Cecilia's was free and unencumbered. 

Then after a year'* rest the pastor 
and people got together and formed 
the St. Cecilia's Church Building As- 
sociation, of which Alderman George 
Butler is the President. A canvass of 
the parish showed that there were 
nearly 800 Catholic families within its 
confines and that over 600 children 
were attending the parochial school. 
Meetings were held and arrangements 
completed for the raising of a build- 
ing fund. The people all became in- 
teresr'ed, and so generous have they 
been that already a sum approximat- 
ing 25,000 has been secured with 
which to begin the erection of a new 
church that will be one of the finest 
in the diocese and monument to 
Father Brady and his people. 

For the purpose of adding to the 
building fund the congregation will 
give a week's bazar in the school 
hall, beginning Easter Monday night, 
that it is hoped will eclipse any here- 
tofore given. All the people in the 
West End are working for its success, 
and on Sunday. April 7, the ladles of 
the congregation will serve dinner 
and supper and thus give many an 
entirely free day to enjoy them- 
selves. There will be four largs 
•booths, one conducted by the Altar 
Society, one by the Young Ladies' 80- 
dsHty. one by Mackin Council, and tr. 
congregational booth, representing 
the St. Vincent de Paul 8oclety, the 
Catholic Knights of America and the 
BulHing Association. No soliciting In 
the hall will be permitted, which will 
tend to increase the number of visit- 
ors, who will find a fine display from 
which to purchase and an Interest- 
ing nightly programme for their en- 
tertainment. The Kentucky Irish 
American would urge fts readers <n 
the other parishes to spend at least 
one pleasant evening at this bazar, 
/which is most deserving of liberal 
patronage.

THE LAND ACT- 

The land purchase act of 1902 in 
gradually placing the people of Ire- 
land in permanent possession of the 
soil, just a. the Ashbourne act of 
3896 rooted severe! thousands of fam- 
ilies on it who ait the end of twenty 
to twenty-five years from now will 
be practically owners in fee simple- 
Doubtless some tenants who bought 
under .the act of 1902 have paid too 
big a price for the land, made a bad 
bargain, although the Irish leaders 
and the national press warned and 
cautioned tlicni over and over again, 
but the land hunger was so intense 
among them that they will possibly 
be obliged to sutfer for their improv- 
ident bargains. Some people make 
bargains buying laud or other 
things in America. Hut after all is 
eaid and done it is e clear fact that 
on every estate bought by the ten- 
ants the yearly instalment towarl 
the purchase price -will be anywhere 
from twenty-five to sixty or seventy 
per cent, less than the old rent. If 
they Improve the house or farm, the 
improvement is theirs. 

In other. respects, declares the 
Boston Hibernian. Ireland has made 
substantial progress. Their present 
system at local, district end county 
government, which is carried on by 
elected councils, is equel if not 
•uperlor to local government* in the 
counties of any American State. 
Those Irish councils have the levying 
and collection of taxes for local pur- 
poses and the appointment of salaried 
officials to carry out local purposes. 
Under this power the County Council 
of Cork elected no ether than O'Dono- 
van Rosse, of N«w York, to a salaried 
office, which he filled for a time until 
he grew tired of Btfe in his new sur- 
roundings. But that broad democratic 
power has been granted to Ireland 
within the past decode, and what In 
more, Irishmen are allowed to v

It has been well said thnt Commo- 
dore Harry was an amphibious 
fighter. lturu in Ireland, he fought 
Kngland by preference upon the .ea, 
because he was a sailor, but when 
anything interfered with fighting on 
the water, the land was good enougY 
In February. 177«. he made the first 
capture of a Hritish war vessel by an 
American cruiser, l"»t when naviga- 
tion was closed he commanded a com- 
pany of artillery and did good work 
around Trenton. Then he took to the 
water with four boat loads of men 
ami cut out a Hritish war schooner. 
Itet liming to the land, he served as 
an aide on the staff of Gen. Cadwal 
ader. but, presently got back to his 
own element and in October. 1781, he 
captured the Atalanta ami the Trep- 
assy after a very hard fight. In the 
reorganization of the navy in 1794 
he was the senior officer. All Amer- 
icans feel grateful to the Friendly 
Son. of St. Patrick for erecting a 
statue of him, which Is well placed 
near the hall Immortalized by that 
Declaration of Independence for 
which he fought so well. 



During the past few days severil 
of the okler generation of Irishmen 
were hoard to commend the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians for their loyalty 
to St. Patrick, whom they never fall 
to honor on Merch 17. They one and 
all approved the religious observance 
and the banquet that has taken place 
here, but were Inclined to criticise 
the younger generation for their fall 
ing off in enthusiasm. Years agr 
they said, St. Patrick's day we. n 
semi-holiday in Louisville, and the 
Irish people joined in a big celebra- 
tion that occupied a commanding 
place in the public eye. They haU 
grades thavt gave the Irish prestige 
ami banquets attended by all nation 
nlities, with speeches by the most 
noted men of the day. This is all 
true, and w*e*i next year the anni 
versary fells on another day thnn 
Sunday they may see a public demon 
stration tha* will gratify them.

Though given immediate assistance 
his death quickly followed, resulting 
from fracture of the base of the 
skuU. 

The death of Very Rev. Canon L. 
Byrne at 1'ortadown has occasioned 
deep sorrow not only among 'the peo- 
ple of 'that parish and throughout 
the archdiocese, but all over the 
North of Ireland wherever he was 
known, the deceased ecclesiastic hav- 
ing bv the many fine qualttties In his 
character and his kindly disposition 
gained for himself the most general 
esteem. Though it wias well known 
for some tittle ttrrnHhat Oanon Byrne 
was ill, the hope was oonstarrtlv felt 
and expressed that he would recover, 
and it came somewhat as a shock to 
his faithful parishioners to learn of 
his demise- 
Trie death of the Rev. Father Oogo- 
lan at Bally looby caused profound 
sorrow throughout Waterford. The 
good priest had ministered in the 
l>arieh of Lismore for twenty-one 
years and left many enduring monu- 
ments of his zeal. He was the de- 
voted assistant of the late Right Rev. 
Moneignor Byrne during the years 
of his failing health and energy, and 
upon him developed many heavy 
duties, especially in connection with 
the completion of the beautiful 
parochial church, a monument at 
once to the devotion of the people, 
the zeal of their priests and th- 
genius of the artist.

Hi* death was whoUy un- 
expected, as he was ill only a few 
days, and the first intimidation of its 
very great aeiiouaneas was made at 
the Sunday evening devotions and 
deeply affected the congregation. 
Father Kennedy was a native of New 
Ross, where he lias hosts of friend.4. 
He exercised large but most unosten- 
tatious charity, and was beloved by 
the poor to whom he was most gen- 
erous. He was moat esteemed by the 
townspeople, and the schools were 
closed for two days out of respect 
to his ruexnory. 



RIVAL OUR TREES. 



Australia rivals California in the 
motter of possessing the tallest trees 
n tihe world. The California "Big 
Tree"— Sequoia Wellingtonia— some- 
times grows to the height of from 
300 to 325 feet, with a trunk twenty- 
five feet or more in diameter. The 
tallest American tree is in the red- 
wood — Sequoia sempervirens — which 
in some instances has attained the 
height of 400 feet or even more. In 
Australia the tallest trees are found 
in Viotorta. There are records of 
Australian trees approximating 500 
feet in height, but these are taken 
to be cxagyerations. A writer in tua 
Sydney Morning Herald truly enough 
*»y* that the mere guessing of] 
heights is rarely attended with en 
approximation to accuracy. It seem 
well enough established, however 
that there ere trees in Australi 
which tower upwards of 25S fee 
into the air, Trees have been foun 
in Africa wfiidh fall not much short 
of 100 feet ,u height.

Informa- 
tion which has been carefully ob- 
tained shows us that the average life 
the engineer is only ten years. In 
that time he either dies on duty or 
from natural causes or is totally dis- 
abled. The average of our members 
is forty-one years, yet there are en- 
gineers of seventy who are running 
fast trains. When you see an old 
man in the cab, however, you can 
wager your last dollar that he is de- 
livering the goods. 

"The figures I have given may need 
some explanation. Standing alon<! 
they sen. i to In- Incredible. It must 
be remembered that engineers suffer 
more from exposure than do any 
other workers. This is especially so 
in the West. When the front window 
of his eab Is covered with snow or 
frost the only thing the engineer can 
do is to hang his head out of the side 
window. He may be running forty 
or fifty miles an hour, and the wind 
may be coming right into his face at 
the same velocity. Flesh and blood 
give way under such terrible condi- 
tions, and hundreds of engineers go 
to pieces every winter. Some of them 
recover and some don't." 

"How long must a fireman serve 
before he gets an engine?" 

"From two and a half to three 
years, but in the meantime he must 
be a man of iron and willing to wtvrk 
like a horse. Firemen on modern 
freight engines shovel from eighteen 
to twentv-flve tons of coal each trip. 
The limit of human endurance he* 
been reached with them. It is no 
longer a question of larger and 
stronger engines, but the problem is 
to stoke the engines already in use. 
M seems to me that a machine will 
have to do it. Two firemen are some- 
times employed on a single engine, 
but that arrangement is hardly prac- 
tical. One man works, gets over- 
heated, sits down ami takes cold. The 
other man, when his turn comes, has 
the same experience. The best fig-

Cathedral and Christ Chuch Cathedral 
were, of course, in pre-"Reformation'' 
times, Catholic churches. Christ 
Church Cathedral has not, however, 
held the same place in the affections 
of Irish Catholic Nationalists as St. 
Patrick's. Christ church has been 
i.iiK-h more prominently identified 
v ith the British and anti-Nationalist 
interest than St. Patrick's. It is no 
doubt true that Christ church was 
the church of St. Laurence O'Toole, 
r.nd that in Christ church during the 
stay in Ireland of James II. services 
in accordance with the rites of the 
Catholic Church were held for the 
let time in sny of the churches of 
the Irish Established Church.

firebox on a modern engine is about 
face high, and the intense heat often 
ruius the fireman's eyes. At least IS 
per cent, of the firemen who serve 
their time fail to get engines becauac 
of defective sight. Even if the eyes 
can be made normal with spectacles, 
the fireman can not become an en- 
gineer, although he may have grown 
up on the road and been a steady and 
competent man. After he runs an 
engine for a while he may be per- 
mitted to weaT glasses, but he is 
liorrod from certain trains and from 
all employment as an engineer on 
other lines.

HAS SPREAD ALL OYER CHRISTENDOM 

. 

One o the practices of devout 
Catholics during the Lenten period 
is to individually or collectively re- 
cite the prayers of the "Stations" or 
"Way of the Cross." As a rule during 
Lent the faithful assemble in their 
respective churches on Friday even- 
ings to practice this devotion. What 
do Catholics 
These are 
questions frequently asked by those 
not of our faith? 

The Way of the Cross is humanity's 
attempt to follow Christ in his 
.journey from the court of Pilate to 
his crucifixion and final consign- 
ment to the tomb The Catholic 
church is poor indeed that has not n 
representation of the "stations," 
whether they be in common prints, 
stone, clay, paintings or other 
devices. There are fourteen of these 
stations. 

The first calls to mind that our 
Saviour was condemned by Pilate to 
die an ignominious death on the 
cross. Look at your print, oil paint- 
ing or statuary and you will see 
Pilate washing his hands, as if he 
were rid of the whole matter, while 
Jesus is led away in bonds. Let any 
one follow these pictures, whether he 
be Catholic or non-Catholic, if he be 
a<t wll acquainted with Biblical history 
he can not fail to understand th-J 
scenes depioted. 

The second station shown where 
Christ is made to bear the cross. Ills 
;>»t fall under the we'ght of the 
cross is depicted in the third station. 
Led along a* a criminal to execution. 
Be meet, his mother. This is shown 
In the fourth station. In station five 
we find an example of charity that 
is all too rare in these days. It shows 
ins where Simon, the Cyreniam, helps 
our Saviour to carry his cross. Then 
Veronica offers her kerchief to our 
Lord to wipe the sweat and blood 
from his holy face. In return the im- 
print of his blessed countenance Is 
left upon the cloth. At the seventh 
station Jesus falls the second time 
beneath the weight o.' the cross, ami 
at the eighth we see Him telling the 
women of Jerusalem. "Weep not for 
me, but for your chiklren." At sta- 
tion nine we' see Him fall tht third 
time. 

The real agony of the journey to 
Calvary begins when Jesus is stripped 
of his "garments, as shown us in the 
tenth station. Modesty personfied 
was the Son of God, yet his enemies 
I .a red Him to the world. Station 
eleven shows us the crucifixion, and 
twelve depicts his death. We see Him 
taken down from the cross in thir- 
teen and in fourteen He Is consigned 
4a the tomb. 

A follower of St. Dominic, the 
Blessed Alvarez, originated the devo- 
tion of the "Way of the Cross" as it 
it now practiced by Catholics. 
Alvarez, when he returned from Jeru- 
salem to his convent in Cordova, 
Spain, built little chapeis, in which 
he represented, station by station, 
the principal events in our Saviour's 
journey to Calvary. Like many Other 
benefits that the world enjoys, the 
son of St. Dominic was not given 
credit for establishing the devortion in 
Western Christendom. It was not until 
the year 1342 that the stations began 
to be a regular devotional exercise, 
and then through the instrumentality 
of the Franciscan Friars Minor. 
From the latter the devotion was 
spread all over Christendom and has 
bet n practiced more particularly dur- 
ing Lent.

a Catholic, James Hoban, a native of 
Ireland, was the architect and builder 
of the President's Palace, as it was 
first called, the President's House as 
later designated, but better knows as 
the White House." 

Hoban was born in Kilkenny, Ire- 
hind, in 1758. When only twenty-two 
years old he won a medal from the 
Dublin Society for "drawings of 
brackets, stairs, roof, etc." , It Is now 
in possession of his grandson, James 
lioban, Esq., of Wahington. He came 
to this country after the revolution, 
and soon became known as an archi- 
tect and builder. 

"When, in 1791, Washington visited 
South Carolina." writes Griffin. "Col. 
Idturens and others recommended to 
him the abilities as an architect and 
the executive worth of James Hoban, 
the Kilkenny Irishman, who ha<l since 
his arrival added to the growth and 
adornment of the city and neighbor- 
hood by the exercise of that skill and 
ingenuity which the new country so 
much needed. Hoban went to Wash- 
ington City and submitted to the 
Commissioners a plan for the Presi- 
dent's Palace. His plan was accepted 
immediately and without hesitation 
after a view of the drawings which 
were submitted. 

'Mohan's plan of the President's 
Palace being adopted, the selection of 
the site on which 1o erect it required 
the personal attention of Washington 
himself. So on August 2. 1792. the 
Commissioners and President Wasli-

lorlv at the place for the palace. It

and difficulty to fix his mind,' wrote 
the Commissioners. Holian's design 
of the President's House contem- 
plated a central building with wings. 
The central portion was executed 
according to his designs and under 
his supervision (we are told he 
received 300 guinea* a vear for his 
services)— both before and after the 
damage by the British in 1814. The 
north portico was not. completed 
until 1829, and then according to 
Hoban's plan. Its popular name of 
the White House 1s due to his 
thought of painting the brownatone 
fronting and exterior walls to conceal 
the discoloration by smoke and fire." 

•We are somewhat shocked to learn 
that Hoban was a Free Mason, but it 
appears that many Catholics were 
Mason* in those days. Says Griffin: 
"Catholics must nowadays be horri- 
fied at Hoban or other professing 
Catholics being at that time members 
of the Masonic order. Rev. Joseph 
La Grange, a French priest of Phila- 
delphia, who died of the yellow fever 
September 1, 1798, was a member of 
L'Amenite- Ixslge, chartered May 20. 
1797, and dinbanded in 1823. In 182'J 
Kev. Thomas T. Da 8llva. of St. 
Mary's church, Philadelphia, entered 
Lodge 158, but made no further prog- 
ress, though he had on his arrival, 
destitute from Portugal, been as- 
sisted bv Masons as a brother." 

We find further from Griffin's 
chronicle that OorneBus McDermott 
Hoe, Patrick McDermott Koe Bnd 
John Detahunty had the contract for 
all the brick and stone work on the 
[•resident's house for one season, and 
that JolAi Kearney did all the plaster- 
ing on the Capitol. 

"Thus far in our investigations wa 
have found that a Catholic was one 
of the Commissioners; that two Cath- 
olics planned the city; that a Cath- 
olic designed and built the President s 
House and also superintended the 
erection of the Capitol, which three 
Catholics contracted to build, and an- 
other did the plastering, while Pat- 
rick Whalen dug the canal. Surely 
Irish Catholics seem to have had a 
goodly share In the foundation of 
the Capitol OHy." 

Hoban died on December 9, 1831, 
nn ,l «us buried in St. Patrick's ceme_ 
tery. In May, 1863, his grandson and 
namesake, James Hoban, Esq., pur- 
chased a lot in Mount Olivet ceme- 
terv. near Washington, and the re- 
mains of James Hoban and others of 
the family wer e removed thereto.

PRO! POOR MAN TO MILLIONAIRE 
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The Middle West has been grid- 
ironed with intemrban trolleys which 
rival the railroads in passenger traf- 
fic and give the Inhabitants a cheap, 
fast express and freight service such 
as the East has never known. Indian- 
apolis is the center ©f the trolley 
traffic. Six years ago that city was 
the terminus of one interurban line, 
eleven miles long. Today it is the 
terminus of a dozen or more systems, 
with a total trackage of 782 miles. 
Every few weeks there's an addition 
of ten or twenty miles to the existing 
mileage and this does not include the 
city car lines. None of the local cars 
use the terminal station, which hat 
nine track* under its big shed and is 
just like s sure-enough railway depot, 
with 1*e exception of the smoke and 
noise and gas and confusion and a 
few more of the things that make 
modern train travel a sort of torture 
till you get started. 

More than 200 cars -each constitut- 
ing a train enter and depart from 
this terminal station every twenty- 
four hours, and dnrln" the lust year 
about 5,000,000 passengers hove been 
landed or loaded there. There is a 
sleeping car and dining car service 
and the trains travel at the rate of j 
forty miles an hour. There is als > 
freight service. The passenger cars 
Of a better style than the best- 1 
m^l-for steam road cars, finished, 
and furnished a la Pullman. 

The farmer has been made over by 
the trolley cor. Every morning ex- 
press cars carry into the large towns 
and cities the garden produce that 
wou'd have rotted in the ground un- 
der the old system, and these cars 
ciTme righfto the door. It's no mat- 
ter of hitching up the team to drive 
mile or five to the railroad station, 
but of simply going over to the little 
platform by the track und there pil- 
ing the boxes and barrels to be sent 

out - . .. 

The brains which de» eloped this 

interurban trolley system are in the 
head of Hugh J. McGowan, who used 
to dffve a fifteen-foot mule car up 
and down, the hills of Kansas City, 
and afterwards was a policeman 
there. Today he is a multi-million- 
aire. He is a smart, handsome Irish- 
nvan. who stepped from the police 
force to the asphalt business, then 
Into gas. and finally into the business 
of consolidating corporations. It was 
for that purpose that he went to In- 
dianapolis in 1899 and effected -i 
trolley consolidation. Later he did 
the same thing in Cincinnati, and be- 
tween the two cities he has made 
himself the possessor of several mill- 
ions. He is President of six or eight 
trolley companies. 

He conceived the Idea of the ter- 
minal station, and superintended the 
purchase of the first plot of ground 
in the business center of the city on 
which the new structure now stands. 
He bought right of way with the 
same freedom that some men buy 
five-cent cigar*. He saw that the 
Ohio trollev lines were suffering 
from having laid their tracks on pub- 
lic highways, ao he went about It just 
a* <fce steam railroads do. and nearly 
everv line entering the city has a 
private right of wav 100 feet wide. 
On these heavy tracks were laid and 
Imllasted as carefully as the best in 
the country, so that now it Is like 
sliding over a billard table to ride 
<m the older lines.

It is somewhat gratifying to find 
that at least one article of Irish pro- 
duce is capable of holding its own 
in face of the moat unscrupulous 
methods of competition. Last year 
has been a record one in Irish dairy 
farming. The quantity of milk has 
been quite, unprecedented and yet the 
price has been steadily maintained. 
Thre has been an increase of 10,000 
tons of butter on the preceding year 
and while there has also been en in- 
crease in the importation of foreign 
and colonial butter, the Irish product 
averages fully $1 to $1.75 per hundrel 
over the price of 1905. The enhanced 
price in spite of the increased snj>- 
plies are attributed largely to the 
good work of Viscount Ikerrin, who 
in his administrative capacity in con- 
nection with the Board of 
Agriculture, has been active in stop- 
ping some of the English butter 
fakers and stirring up the English in- 
spectors to check the selling of oleo- 
margarine for butter. The Viscount 
himself is h'ghly pleased with his 
\ear of office. 

"Irish dairy work," he says, "needs 
cure ful handling in face of Danish 
and Russian competition. It needs 
the stimulating influence of govern- 
ment support and protection and then 
Irish produce will establish itself 
firmlv in the confidence of the world.

{WENT MARY TRYING ORDEALS 



The Trapplst Monastery at Geth- 
semane, in Nelson county, Kentucky, 
ij a place of exceeding interest. There 
are only two institutions of tihe kind 
in America, the other being located in 
Iowa. The founding of the monastery 
at Gethsemane dates back nearly a 
hundred years. The crowded condi- 
tion of the abbey at Meleray, France, 
mode it necessary that some of the 
brotherhood should depart -for new 
fields. America was decided upon, and 
a band of volunteers took passage for 
the new world. They landed at New 
Orleans, w«nt by boat up the — .ssis- 
sippi, and went up the Ohio to the 
present site of Louisville— then an in- 
significant town — and completed 
their journey in wagons. The slow 
but steady growth of the order was 
accompanied by many vicissitudes 
amd trials. At one time the main 
building burned, entailing great fi- 
nancial loss. It was rebuilt as quickly 
as possible, and made larger and bet- 
ter in every way. Today tftie monas- 
tery is a very complete establishment, 
anil is the Mecca for pilgrims from all 
parts of the world. A short run over 
the L. & N. railroad from Louisville 
I. line- one to the station at Geth- 
semane, made up of a very few 
houses, a store and a distillery. A 
wagon road climbing over a hill 
northward is pointed out as the route 
to be taken to the abbey— a pleasant 
walk of a mile or more. 

Presently one discerns a large 
building to the right, set upon a 
hill. This is Gethsemane College, 
founded, built and conducted by the 
monks. Deacemdinfr tihe hill, which 
slopes gently dow n beyond the col- 
lege, one stands in front of the mag- 
nificent avenue of English elms, 
planted in double rows, which leads 
up.to the porter's lodge of the monas- 
tery. This avenue has become world- 
famous, but of late years the tree* 
have suffered dreadfully from the 
elm pest, an insect which feeds upon 
the leaves, and finally kills the trees. 

The door of the porter's lodge is 
nlwavs kept closed, but from a tiny 
hole'a cord hangs, with a handle 
fashioned like a crucifix. Pulling this, 
a bell jangles within, and the visiter 
is quieklv admitted by a brown- 
cowled brother, who greets him 
briefly, lead* him to a room in the 
lodge." and inquires his name and 
business. If you come as a guest you 
are (riven a room in the main body of 
the building, and every possible cour- 
tesy is shown to you. A lay brother 
is deputized to see to your needs. He 
announces the meals and leads you 
to them, and if H is your wish to at- 
tend any of the chapel services he 
•eta as your guide. 

Contiguous to the porter's lodge is 
the first court, which is practically 
a flower garden, with palms, ■shrubs 
and other plant- arranged with an 
eve for Bxmmetrv. In the center of 
the court is a life-size statue of the 
Virgin an r rounded by a trellies. 
Ret in this trellis, in large letters, 
are the words: Duleis Virgo 
Maria Salve." Crossing the courU 
i flight of stone steps leads 
•ou up to the monastery proper and 
nto a wide, bare, uncarpeted hall. To 
he left is the reception room, and 
hither von are conducted to await 
he appearance of the Abbot. 
The refectory is a very plain room, 
as befits the Trappist's vow of humil- 
iation and poverty. Long, narrow 
tables and benches run up and down 
the apartment: the plates are of tin. 
the knives and forks of pewter, and 
the spoons of wood. The diet of the 
Trappists is mainly bread and water, 
with lentils in season. Occasionally, 
on holiday*, a little wine is given to 
them, but meat never forms a portion 
of their food. In the library are rare 
and beautiful volume*, some printed 
entirely by hand in colored inks. For- 
merly the abbey owned and operated 
a book-binding establishment, but 
t hi- baa been discontinued for some 

time- * 

The writer ahall never forget Mi 
feelings upon first entering this 
chapel. In his room in company with 
a friend. Mly turning the leaves of a 
hook— selected from a number which 
had thoughtfully been brought to

them — there came a timid knock at 
the door. In response to the invita- 
tion to enter, a brown-cowled figure 
slipped inside and announced in low 
tones that it was the hour for vespers 
—if we cared to come. We arose at 
once and followed him into the hall. 
With crossed hands and bowed head 
he went in front; silently we came 
after. At the top of the stairway 
was a life-size statue of the Virgin 
and Child. Our guide went down the 
long, bare stairs to the hall below, 
and across this to the cloister. Be- 
fore opening the door he turned to- 
ward us, placed his fingers upon his 
lips, and then led us on. We passed 
through the jrrave-liice cloister to the 
latticed porch, and down this the 
loose sandals of our guide clattered, 
himself a shadow among shadows, for 
the night had almost come. At last 
we stopped before a door; our guide 
opened It and beckoned us to follow. 

We had come to the monk s chapel. 
It was a spacious room, so high that 
the roof could be seen but dimly. 
Some plain wooden benches stood at 
one side, and to these we were di- 
rected. In front of us. slightly to 
our left, was the altar, with its tapers 
fflowiiur •steadily, and its sacred sym- 
bols. The brotherhood had gathered 
in the main body of the chapel, and 
soon services began. It is entirety im- 
possible to transcribe on paper the 
solemnity and grave pomp of these 
exercises. The prayers, responses 
and chants are all said in Latin: an 
organ enhances and swells the har- 
mony, and one can easily imagine 
himself in medieval France, for thi 
entire place has en old-world atmos- 
phere. 

One of the most interesting things 
about the monastery is "God's Acre," 
in the rear of the abbey, a small 
graveyard enclosed by a high brick 
wall. Here repose the abbey's dead, 
about eighty in all. The graves aro 
made in rows, symmetrically; over 
each the ivy clambers; otherwise the 
ground Is bare. A small, black iron 
cross marks each resting place. On 
this cross in white letters may be 
seen the brother's name and the day 
he. died, And in this place, strange 
though i, may seem, lie the mortal 
remains of one woman. A little to 
one side a plain, marble shaft uprises, 
and on it are graven the words: "Ann 
Miles, Benefactress." The guest -mas- 
ter, who was acting as the guide, ex- 
plained that this lady came to the 
abbey's relief When it was in sore 
financial strait*, and the only reward 
she asked was that she be buried in 
the monks' graveyard. 

There are about eighty members 
of the order at Gethsemane now. 
They are mainly French and Irish, 
with only one or two native-born 
Americans. 8ilently they come and 
go — moving shadows in a place of 
calm. When they meet they salute 
each other by bending the head, but 
no word is spoken. They may not 
speak except by permission of the 
superior. To this rule there is no ex- 
ception. 

There is am Smrpreaaion current 
throughout the country that each day 
the monks take a shovelful of dirt 
out of their graves. It is difficult to 
imagine how this absurd supersti- 
tion received foundation —perhaps 
from the statement of some sensa- 
tional writer in years gone by. But 
this is not now, nor has it ever been, 
a custom of the order. When the 
hour comes for him to die, a cross of 
ashes is made upon the floor, ami the 
stricken brother is stretched upon it. 
In this way he dies as his Lord dfed 
—upon the cross. Then his cassock 
is wraped about htan, and unconflned 
Ms remains are laid to rest with the 
brothers who have gone before.
